“While I don’t believe in the evil 
potency of germs,” the dentist said, 
“yet in my practice I pretend that I 
ado. That is, I sterilize my instrvu- 
ments, otherwise you might be able 
to prosecute me.” 

After pointing out to his own satis- 
faction that germs are friendly and 
really well-intended creatures, and 
that their presence in connection with 
a. disease is not explained by cause 
but rather by effect, “since,” he said, 
“they take root in the soll prepared 
for them by disease.” 

Dr. Aiston devoted himself for a 
time to an attack upon the red flan- 
nel undershirt. 

“It is a relic of superstition,” he 
asserted, “just as is medicine that is 
black, The germ theory is just as su- 
peratitious. It is the same thing in 
different form, as is the ancient belief 
that disease was caused by posses- 
sion of the body by a devil. 

“I am not afraid of germs. In fact, 
I shall be pleased to eat 1,000,000 
typhoid germs every day if any dis- 
putant brings them around.”

FOREIGN FEATHERS MADE BONE 
OF CONTENTION. 

Action of New York Customs Of- 
ficials in Pulling Aigrettes Out of

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Oct. 5.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Over-zealous customs men, 
who snatched aigrettes from wom- 
en's hats in New York yesterday, 
were condemned by Senator Simmons, 


which handied the tariff bill and gave 
long consideration to the paragraph 
about birds’ plumage. 

“I think such a course is beyond 
all reason,” said the Senator em- 
phatically. “There is nothing in the 
law to justify it, and the framers of 
the bill never intended that such a 
condition should be taken. I feel 
that the provision barring foreign 
feathers was aimed at the importa- 
tion of them as merchandise, but that 
it does not cover individual women 
wearing aigrettes or plumed hats 
when they land from abroad.” 
Aasistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Hamlin, in charge of the cusz- 
toms division, declared today he knew 
nothing of the incident of yesterday 
when Mme. Ada Beliequa and other 
women were subjected to the new rule 
barring aigrettes. 

New York dispatches declare that 
the customs inspectors tore the plumes 
from these hate despite protests 
from the women, and in the face 
of a storm of sarcastic allusions to 
the chivalry of the inspectors and 
the framers of the tariff bill. 

Mr. Hamlin expects to have soon 
an official report on the operations 
of the aigrette provisions, but. until 
then, he said today, he will make no 


comment on the New York dispatches 


or as to his future course with re- 


spect to the aigrette law.

Leaders Demand Changes in 


Jones and Cummins Wish 
Conivention Settled.

Senators Jones and Cummins, rep- 
resenting the so-called Conciliation 
Committee selected by Republicans 
and Progressives at Chicago iast 
spring, have been in communication 
with Chairman Hlilles recently and 
have renewed the request of the 
party factions that the National Com- 
mittee take up the convention ques- 
tion at once. 

If the National Committee decides 
to call the proposed convention it fs 
expected that it will set a date early 
in the spring for tre gathering that 
the party machinery may be ready 
for the campaign preliminary to the 
Congressional elections of next fall.’ 
It is expected the convention, if 
called, will be held in Chicago.

REACHER PICKS 
GIANTS TO WIN. 


RECOMMENDS BASEBALL AS THE 
BEST GAME PDAYED. 


Picking the New York Giants to 
win the world’s championship, Dr. J. 
Whitcomb Brougher of Temple Bap- 
tist Church preached a strong base- 
ball sermon last night, extolling the 
great national game as a character 
builder and a healty sport. 

He declared that to be a successful 
baseball player is a worthy ambition 
and that ball playing ministers to 
self-control and cultivates decision of 
character. He prayed, however, that 
the devil might not get control of the 
game to ruin young men through 
gambling and expressed a hope that 
Sunday games will not be permitted. 

“Baseball is the most popular game 
in the world,” he declared. There is 
nothing in the game itself that is 
wrong. It is a clean, healthy, manly 
sport. Everybody, nearly, is inter- 
ested in baseball. We are interested 
in our own boys knowing how to play, 


game. At the present time we are 
especially interested as to who shall 
win the world’s championship. 

“After studying the ability of the 
pitchers of both teams, I believe the 
New York Giants have the best pitch- 
ing force. They are also exception- 
ally strong behind the bat. A catcher 
is, in some sense, the brains of the 
ball team. He influences the pitcher 
and has largely to do with his suc- 
cess. The Philadelphia Athletics 
show a strong batting average and 
are worthy of the place they have 
reached as the leaders of the Amer- 
ican League; but taking all in all I 
am inclined to believe that the New 
York Giants will be the champions. 
Let us notice what lessons may be 
learned from the great world series. 

“(1) To be the very best ball 
player in the world is a worthy am- 
bition. Whatever may be your ob- 
ject in life, no one ought to be sat- 
lafied with anything leas than being 
the very best. No man will ever rise 
higher than his ideals. To aim low 
isacrime. Strive to be a world cham- 
Pion in the best things of life and 
you will be a better man for the ideal. 

“(2) Ball-playing ministers to self- 
control. The world series will be the 
greatest test of self-mastery that 


these champion players have ever! 


met. The power to control one's 
nerves and muscles so that in a try- 
ing ordeal he will not lose his head, 
is the greatest achievement of man. 
It is the test that a pitcher is put to 
when a howling mob of fans use all 
the powers of voice and horn to get 
him rattled. 

“I hardly think it exactly square to 
enter into. a determined and. well- 
laid plan to rattle the pitchér by yell- 
ing at him. It would be all right for 
the men on the coaching line to do

CHRIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 
ALL ILLS AND CRIMES OF LIFE CON- 

TAINED IN VIOLATION OF THE 

SEVENTH COMMANDMENT. 

The subject of Rev. Baker P. Lee's 
sermon at Christ Episcopal Church 
yesterday morning was “Thou Shalt 
Not.” He said part: 

“This specific command, given by 
God to Moses on Mount Sinai as the 
Magna Charta of man’s responsibility 
and the bill of rights by which civil- 
ization was to be governed, known 
as the Decalogue, occurs in exactly 
one half of the ten commandments, 
“Thou shalt not” kill, steal, bear 
false witness or covet,’ and yet all 
of the ills and crimes of life are 
contained in the violation of the 
seventh commandment, for it is an 
inexorable law as definite and posi- 
tive as the law of gravitation or 
heredity. 

“I do not believe that one girl in 
two goes wrong because she desires 
to do so. She clutches at respecta- 
bility and virtue and tries to hold on, 
but the boat slips beneath her and 
she sinks into the slime, not for love 
of finery, jewels, etc., but pushed by 
want, cold and hunger, she at last 
succumbs. 

“Don Juan and Mephistopheles 
may be pictured in romance and on 
the stage, but poverty and want are 
the real cause. 

“It is easy for some of us to be 
virtuous on five thousand a year, as 
Becky Sharp has said, but how 
about it when you have nothing, no 
shoes, no hat, no food, father dead, 
mother an invalid, several smaller 
children to be cared for? This is no 
hypothefical case, but one in your 
own town, and one of thousands. 

“The girl is pretty and attractive. 
She is given a position that pays her 
well enough to relieve the wants of 
her loved ones. For three or four 
weeks she is happy and proud, and 
then she is called to a private office 
and the employer in no uncertain 
terms tells her she is to pay the 
price, or else lose her position, and 
probably be  black-listed among 
other merchants, What is she to do” 
What would you do? Stop and think. 

“What then is the punishment? I 
would make the punishment fit the 
crime. If men or women delfber- 
ately choose to violate this law of 
the seventh commandment, then af- 
ter positive proof, I would have them 
deported te the island of San Cle- 
mente with the objects of their choice 
to spend a period of two, five or ten 
years, as the law should decide, and 
there they are to live, each with a 
couple of acres of land, farming 
tools, grain and seed, and work or 
die, as they see fit, with no communi- 
) cation with the mainiand. 

“Ignorance is not the mother of 
purity nor the sister of innocence 
Knowledge is the basis of virtue and 
y the Gibraltar of life; our children 
will learn and it is our part to say 
whether they will learn purely or 
impurely. 

“How careful we are in our garden 
to have the sweet flowers and avoid 
the weeds and poison ivy; so we 
should be in our mind and heart.”

They are essen- 
tial in order to the best development. 
If life were always sailing smoothly 
and swiftly with the current, the oars- 
man's muscle would grow flabby and 


do. It is the atorm that puts them 
to the test. So in the Christian life; 
the test comes, failure results: to 
profit by the failure means strength 
for future service. .(2) Past attain- 
ments. To recall past success with 
complacency is to,rest in present 
achievement; and this is always det- 
Timental to the best progress. 

“Becond, progress by dissatisfaction 
with the present. Paul was not only 
oblivious to the past, but dissatisfied 
with the present, in his endeavor to 
make progress in the Christian life. 
This is as essential as is the other. 
The sculptor who has attained his 
ideal may as well abandon chisel and 
maliet, for he never will achieve 
greatness. The composer who listens 
to his composition with too much 
complacency is paving the way to 
And the orator who is 
pleased with himself will not move 
men. 

“Third, progress by concentrated 
struggle for the future. ‘This one 
thing I do.’ Paul, above most men, 
did one thing—concentrated his ener- 
gies.

They were bought 
under the guard of three policemen 
at a stall in Hebron, where the body 
of Abraham lies buried, and now in- 
habited exclusively by Moslems who 
hate the Christians and whenever 
they come into their city seek to do 
them bodily harm. 

“These beads are worn about the 
neck to keep the evil eye off, it be- 
ing believed that, if but one giance 
of an evil eye falls upon a 
some curse forthwith ensues. 
wretched, haunting superstition, but 
what more could you expect from Mo- 
hammedanism 

“Solomon believed in the evil eye, 
referring to it repeatedly in the 
Proverbs. Moses did, too, for he 
gave a law concerning it. And Jesus 
spoke twice of the peril of having 
an evil eye. 

“The evil eye which Christianity 
recognizes, however, is not the same 
thing as that a Mohammedan is 
afraid of. It does not need to be 
kept off, but to be put down. It 
casts its curse inwardly, not out- 
wardly. 

“This evil eye is of three kinds: 
The first is the red eye—the eye of 
lust and passion. Our Lord had this 
in mind when he declared that a 
look was sometimes tantamount to 
adultery. There can he no greater curse 
than to have to look out upon the 
world through an eye of that color. 
All life then seems an inflamed and 
unholy thing. And the light that 
comes in through it wears a_ foul 
track across the brain and induces a 
fever within the heart which nothing 
but ~ mirecle can remove. 

“The second of these evil eyes is 
green. It is the eye of jealousy. The 
green eye looks hatred and malice. 
It snape with iil will. It distorts the 
image of him upon whom it fs fixed. 
magnifying his faults, dimming his 
merits, and seeing defects and blem- 
ishes that do not exist at ail. . 

“Another kind of evil eve is yel- 
low, It is the eye of greed and 
mammon. It comes from looking too 
long at geld. or its reflection. There 
are. as We all know, a good many 
wall-eyed people.

“In these early days on account of 
the great swing in our own land of 
materialistic thought, it was common- 
ly stated by the educated people of 
Japan: 

_“ ‘Christianity has lost her hold in 
the West, and has no more power for 
molding the lives of the people than 
Buddhism has in the Orient. Both are 
failures. Religion is superstition. All 
man needs is science.’ 

‘That idea prevailed in the edu- 
cated circles of Japan for many 4 
decade. Religion was not taught in 
the schools. The professors in the 
great institutions, the leaders in the 
universities, were men who ridiculed 
religion. Men high in government of- 
fices said: ‘We have no need of re- 
ligion.

. RIGHT START. 


HIGH SCHOOD TRAINING LEADS 
TO PUBLIC SERVICE. 


Advantage to Young Men and 
Women and Skilled Municipal Em- 
ployees Are Double Benefits that 
Business Men Believe Will Result 
from New School Course. 


Training In public service may be 
grafted to the tree of knowledge of 
mercantile efficiency, the planting of 
which in«the Polytechnic High School 
and intermediate grades last week 
caused no end of discussion among 
educators and business men. 
Instruction in public service in the 
high schools, which is by no means 
out of harmony with the teaching of 
mercantile efficiency, was recom- 
mended by Charlies H. Langmuir, 
chairman of the committee, whose re- 
cent report to the City Council was 
the basis for the creation of an effi- 
clency commission. 

While the Langmuir suggestion that 
matters pertaining to public service be 
taught in the schools is not a part of 
the mercantile efficiency plan, it Is 
believed by educators that it may be 
incorporated in the course to advan- 
tage. 

“There bhould be a standardization 
of positions in public service,” said 
Langmuir yesterday. “That would 
mean a reorganization of the different 
departments, but it would have to be 
done to provide a means of entrance 
to the service for the young men and 
women who may be trained for the 
work in the schools. 

“It would be a splendid thing to 
train the young people for the differ- 
ent branches of public service, start- 
ing them through the civil service at 
the bottom of the ladder and letting 
them work their way up as their abil- 
ity permits until they arrive at posts 
of responsibility. 

“This would give a tremendous Itm- 
petus to the young men, particularly, 
and would result in the city recruit- 
ing for its various departmertits the 
very finest young men in the gity.” |

Although Stith was compelled to 
cease business activity, several months 
ago because the strain of constructive 
work was bearing him down, it was 
not until last week that his condition 
began to alarm his familly. 

Stith leaves a widow, Mrs. Mary 
Barnes Stith, and one son, Richard, 
12 years old. His widow's mother is 
with her and the boy. 

Stith was born July 21, 1869, at 
Carteton, D1, and schooled there until 
he was 15 years of age, when his 
father, David Stith, a cattle dealer in 
the old Panhandle country, died. 

The boy was then compelled to as- 
sume the burden of real responsibility, 
as his father’s interests were varied, 
including ranches in the Kansas and 
Indian Territory belts. 

Attaining his majurity, Stith went 
to Chicago and became interested in 
and finally proprietor of, a grain busi- 
ness.

For twenty-five years the work of ex- 
ploring the heavens has been quietly pro- 
ceeding at the Lick Observatory on Mt. 
Hamilton. In that time 4200 double star 
systems have been discovered, and 
spectroscopic binary stars. The Milky Way 
has been successfully photographed, and 
twenty-nine comets and three additional 
satellites of Jupiter have been discovered. 
Se many double suns have been discovered 
that it is a question now whether the sun 
is a single star or made up of many small 
revolving planets. It is affirmed that there 
are mountains and plains on the moon. But 
it is not made certain that there are canals 
on Mars, nor has it been shown whether 
there is or is not animal life there, or 
whether the moon ig a dead or a live world. 

Observations of eclipses have been made 
in.mapy parts of the world by expeditions 
fitted out from the Lick Observatory. 

The munificent gift of James Lick has 
enabled scientists to add much to the sum 
of human knowledge, and exploration Is 
still proceeding. Of old, men read omens 
of destruction in the heavens and looked 
for pestilence and storms and famine to 
follow an eclipse of the sum or moon. Be- 
fore even the name of astronomy was 
known astrology was a recognized science. 
Its professors, as late as the Middle Ages, 
claimed to judge of the influence of the 
stars, not only upon inanimate nature, upon 
crops and seascns and animals, but also 
upon the fate of nations and the fortunes 
of individugis. Pope wrote of “Astrologers 
that future fates foreshow.” “Astrological

The reason We are prone to reject the 
teaching as a pretty theory used to gloss 
over the hard facts of existence is because 


| of the interpretation we place on the word 
“best.” 


We feel that when we have given 
the world industry, honesty and morality 
as the best things we have to offer, we are 
due to receive riches, easy and social posi- 
tion as the best things the world hag to 
give in return. 

But that is not logical, The just return 
of industry is self-respect and a living. 
The return of honesty is peace of mind 
and the confidence of one’s business asso- 
ciliates. The retirn of morality is ‘pliyaical 
and ‘mental health and a serene conscience, 
To claim more is to reap where one has 
reason, every- 
one may have all those things simply by 
complying, however formally, with the con- 
ditions. 

But that trinity of virtues, after all, does 
not represent the very best that ahy man 
or woman has to give. The “Dest” is the 
overplus of all we do primarily for our 
selves. It is that fine spiritual essence 
called active, heartfelt good will toward 
everybody else. And it is that which ex- 
tracts for us the rarest and most satisfying 
sweetness out of life, 

The results are not a hallucination or 
an autosuggestion sort of recompense. 


They are the outcome of the law which we: 


have set In motion by our own attitude and 
actions. It sounds visionary, but it works 
out in the most surprisingly practical ways. 
From every point of view it demonstrates 
that nothing ever pays quite so well as 


giving one’s best to the world all the time... 


Unlike bonesty, however, the law cannot 
be conformed to as a matter of policy only 
and still bear good fruits. The very at- 
tempt is an abrogation of the law. It can- 
not be manipulated for selfish ends. The 
person; who seeks so to manipulate it be- 
eause of. the very obvious and practical 
henefits which often result will find his 
motive revealing itself when he least sus- 
pected that it would, and that he has 
med for himself only the distrust of 
hose he had hoped to propitiate. 

It is a law whieh applies itself to very 
small matters, such as every-day politeness. 
It is most insistent that one shall not 
choose out the people whom one would 
treat with courtesy and consideration. The 
courtesy which makes distinctions ag re 
gards its objects is one of the most pro- 
nounced forms of selfishness. 
virtue, because it is not inherent nor used 
as a matter of principle. It is assumed 
purely to fit an occasion and shows that the 
nature underneath is crude and unloVely. 


To give of one’s best day in and day out | 


undoubtedly means sacrifice and self-discl- 
pline. It means to spend and be spent in a 
hundred thousand little gracious acts that 
have no meaning except as an expression 
of a sineerviy kind and loving nature. 

Its first result, however, is a further cul- 
ture of the Ufe, a deepening and quickening 
of the whole mind and heart to an apptecia- 
tion of what is beautiful in everything. 
And this world can afford no more ex- 
quisite form of pleasure than the power of 
appreciation—of simple recognition—of true 
beauty wherever met. | 

Its next result is the reaching back to 
one of men and women of beautiful charac- 
ter and purposefulness in sympathetic 
companionship. That is a definite and tan- 
gible return which the world’s money can- 
not buy and which cold honesty and moral- 
ity alone can never compel. The reward of 
love is more love and an increased ca- 
pacity for loving. The return from the 
best is unfailingly the best. 3 
| Whoever is actuated by motives less than 
these is cheating himself out of both rights 
and privileges. The man who pulls down 
another that he may succeed himself is 
cutting down his own allowance in happi- 
ness. The woman who goes into even char- 
itable and philanthropic work—that noble 
expression of the law in its broadest appli- 
cation—from a motive of personal aggran- 
dizement, or gain, or mere expediency, or 
from a motive which leaves room for vin- 
dictiveness toward a fellow-worker, is nul- 
lifying her most conspicuous service and 
will come out poorer in the long run. 

On the other hand, the reward of one’s 
best being fixed by law—divine law, never 
human—tife single-hearted man, however 
obscure, can rest in absolute security as to 
his returns. Because the best fs bound to 
have its recognition eventually, even if in 
abeyance for the time, he can endure mis- 
representation and calumny, knowing that 
they, not properly belonging to him, will in 
the course of time detach themselves from 
his name, drop off and die. He has the 
present comfort that the true-heated rec- 
ognize the true-hearted everywhere, even 
under adversé conditions. And the other 
kind really do not count against him, for 
they do not understand. They do not 
speak the language. 3

VAN NUYS, Oct. 54.—Bids have 
been asked for by the county for 
lighting work that will give the San 
Fernande Valley a twenty-five-mile 
circle of paved and lighted boule- 
vard, the longest continuous orne- 
mental lighting system in the world, 
and destined to become one of the 
Show features of Los Angeles. 

Starting on Sherman way west of 
Lankershim, the lights'run west on 
Sherman way, where the lighting sys- 
tem divides. Turning north, it runs 
through Van Nuys. then turns west

South Sherman way and north to a 
junction with the line from Lanker- 
shim, completing the circuit.

BOULEVARD AND RAILROAD 
THINGS COUNTED. 


B ie most ambitious and promis- 
ing projects for the development 


was launched this afternoon by about 
sixty owners of property in the Weed 
Patch and Rockpile country; who or- 
ganized and appointed committees to 
secure rights of way, provide ways 
and means and formulate plans fcr 
the construction of a boulevard from 
the end of the projected county high- 
way to the Tejon ranch. It was stated 
at the meeting that the new owners 
of the Tejon ranch are ready to build 
the boulevard on through their prop- 
erty to connect with the State high- 
way near Tejon Pass, making a max- 
nificent paved highway at the base 
of the Sierra Nevada foothilis over 
twenty-five miles in length. 

A part of the project, also, is to 
secure a right of way: for an electric 
railway to follow the line of the boule- 
vard from Bakersfield through 
Weed Patch and the Tejon ranch to 
connect @t Rose Station with the pro- 
posed San Joaquin Valley Railroad te 
be built from ;Los Angeles through 
the San Fernando Valley and Tejon 
Canyon to the West Side oil fields. 
Probably a right of way sufficiently 
wide to accommodate both the boule- 
vard and the railway will be secured. 

As roughly outlined the boulevard 
would leave the projected Weed Patch 
loop of the proposed county highwoy 
at section 7, 31-29, and run thence 
southeast in the general direction of 
the East Side canal to the western 
edge of the Tejon grant, where the 
owners of the grant would take up 
the work. This would take the road 
through one of the richest portions 
of the valley, capable of sustaining 
a very dense population and very 
easily developed. [It was the senti- 
ment of the meeting that the pro- 
posed improvement would result in 
an immediate and rapid development 
of the whole mesa section, and the 
men present, representing a very 
large part of the land affected, were | 
unanimous in its approval.

STANDARD OIL COMPANY 
~ LOSES FORTUNE IN FIRE. 


LBY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 


AN DIBGO, Oct. 

Dispatch. ] One of. the most 

spectacular fires in the history of 
San Diego broke out at noon today at 
the Standard Oil Company’s works on 
the bay front near Twenty-sixth street, 
and late tonight continues practically 
unabated. A large tank of distillate 
Was being filled from a tank steamer 
and in some manner which the offi- 
clals of the company cannot explain, 
combustion occurred, throwing the top 
of the tank high in the air. | 

Simultaneously, a huge tongue of 
flame leaped skyward, and in ten min- 
utes, the tank was a fiery caldron, vol- 
umes of black smoke rolling from it. 
The blaze was quickly communicated 
to three near by tanks oof oil aand dis- 
tillate. One tank of crude oil holds 
250,000 gallons and only two spans 
were burned out, leaving four yet to 
burn. Within ten feet of this huge 
furnace stands an 80,000-gallon tank 
of gasoline. On this tank every effort 
of the three fire companies working at 
the fire are concentrated. 

Six powerful streams are playing 
constaptiy over it, but the chances 
seem very slim, as when the fire burns 
lower down In the oll tank, the beat 
will be more intense. A strong south- 


westerly breeze is driving the dense 
cloud of thick, black smoke over the 
city, and as nightfall came down, the 
sullen glare of the leaping flame re- 
flects against the clouds. Within the 
confines of the ofl company’s yard is 
an inferno which there is no hope of 
extinguishing until it burns itself out. 

It is reported that a tank gauger, 
whose name could not be learned, was 
on the tank at the time of the explo- 
sion and was thrown, with the top, a 
distance of fifty yards away, but was 
not seriously injured. Confirmation 
of this report was given by a police 
man, who Was one of the first to reach 
the grounds after the explosion.

The bishop took occasion to call at- 
tention to the fact that Jesus used 
many addresses in his promises, some- 
times it was the “Father,” again the 
“Spirit,” and frequently the pronoun 
“I” and “We,” and yet, Christian peo- 
ple saw no sense of contradiction in 
this, accepting the “Trinity’’ as it was. 

The bishop told of knowing one man 
who was so deeply religious he sai? 
he knew. by intuition which of the 
three times dwelt in his soul, and 
he dryly remarked that he would like 
to see a man draw a chart of his own 
soul and map out the tracks left across 
it by each of the Trinity. 


SECOND COMING, 


Speaking of the second coming of 
Christ, the bishop sald: ' 

“It would be a mistake for the 
church to make His coming a spec- 
tacular event. Jesus is not waiting 
for any such advertising, nor is he a 
vocational God, sending out messages 
of his movements. He is ever pres- 
ent. He is ‘not a dead Christ, but a. 
present Jesus. Nearness is not rep- 
resented by geographical location. The 
nearest men ever to Jesus were those 
who nailed him to the cross, who 
thrust a spe@® into his side and who 


smote him upon the cheek; yet, they|. 


were at the farthest end of the spirit- 
ual pole. Yet today men and women 
who were never within 3000 miles of 
Palestine are close today to Him be- 
cause He is nestied in their hearts. 
The climax of the Savior’s earthly 
eareer was his ascension, yet many 
preachers today dwell on the birth 
and the crucifixion, and .regard the 
ascension as a minor matter. Yet, 
really, it was the emphasis of His 
spirituality. He went up in one place 
to come down everywhere. The peo- 
ple of this world have one thing to be 
thankful for—-that Jesus did not set 
up His kingdom and His altar on 
earth, where long pilgrimages would 
he necessary to worship Him, but by 
His atonement, made it everywhere 
and easy of access.” 


Speaking of the proneness of un- 
orthodox Christians to discredit the 
pentacostal power, the bishop held 
that a religion would be dull without 
a dynamic power such as is given by 
such power. “Without it everything 
is dim and mystic and ft is hard to 
realize the real interpretation—-God,” 
he said. 


PERSONALITY. 
Referring to “the world’s enjoy- 


ment of the flowers, sunshine, grass 
and all that makes life cheerful,” 
the bishop said that “no gift was 


appreciated unless one knew the 
giver. The mere token lost its in- 
terest.” He spoke incidentally of a 
Christmas gift sent him itn 1889, 
without address or any other bit of 
recognition. He never located the 
giver, and yet today he often finds 
himself wondering if the donor ever 
felt slighted through some of 
the bishop made in after years when 
they may have met. 

“But it makes a big difference 
when you get the person with the 
gift or Message,” he said, and as an 
illustration gave part of the famous 
poem of Sheridan's ride, and com- 
mented that Sheridan might have 
sent a bouquet of flowers in con- 
dolence of the defeat of his men, 
or a telegram urging them to be 
brave, but instead he went himself 
and turned rout to victory by his 
mere presence, even 4s Jesus comes 


to commilinicate His mood to His 
people.
